NOTICE OF MOTION

In accordance with 26 S.C. Code Ann. Regs. 103-836 (Supp. 2004), Petitioner South
Carolina Department of Health and Environmental Control ("DHEC" or "the Department")
herein petitions to intervene in the formal proceedings in the above captioned action on the
grounds set forth below.
A. The facts from which the nature of the Department’s interests can be determined:

On February 1, 2006, Timothy P. Oliver and James C. Thigpen (“Joint Applicants”) filed
a joint application, pursuant to 26 S.C. Code Ann. Regs. R103-504, requesting that the Public
Service Commission (the “Commission”) expedite and approve the transfer of the water and
wastewater treatment facility, including infrastructure and all assets without limitation and all
operating authority serving Goat Island, In Clarendon County, South Carolina. On January 20,
2006, staff in the Bureau of Water of the Department of Health and Environmental Control

(“DHEC” or the “Department”) wrote Mr. Oliver informing him that the Department must



approve the transfer of the operating permits for the facilities. See Exhibit 1, Department Letter
of January 20, 2006. The application instructions clearly state that in order to approve the
transfer, the Departmént had to receive both the application and a business plan. See, Exhibit 2,
Application Instructions. To date, neither has been received by the Department. See Exhibit 3,
Affidavit of Joe L. Rucker.
B. The Grounds of the proposed intervention:
1. The Department is responsible for regulating discharges of treated wastewater to
the environment so that citizens and the environment in the State of South
Carolina may be protected.
2. The Joint Applicants are required to apply to DHEC for transfer of the facilities
and to date have failed to do so. 24 S.C. Code Ann. Reg. §61-9.122 and 24A
S.C. Code Ann. Reg. §61-58.1.
3. No other party can raise or defend the Department’s position.
C. The Department’s position in the proceeding:
Approval of the transfer by the Public Service Commission should not be denied until the
Joint Applicants apply for and receive approval of the transfer of these facilities by DHEC.

SECTION 3. DEMONSTRATION OF VIABILTY

The proposed Owner must demonstrate that the System will be technically, managerially, and financially viable; and there
will be a commitment to continuously comply with the State Primary Drinking Water Regulations. Due to the different types
and sizes of water systems, levels of acceptable viability demonsiration will vary. In order to avoid any delays in the
approval of the transfer, the proposed owner should tontact the Water Facilities Permitting Division for guidance concerning
this demonstration.

Check the box if viability information is
attached with the application,

SECTION 4, SIGNATURES. ALL SIGNATURES MUST BE ORIGINAL.

The proposed Owner or designes who has the legal authority to act on behalf of the Water System chall sign and print hisher
name, provide the date of application, and his/her official title.

The current owner shall sign and print his/her name apreeing to the transfer of the System and its Operating Permit. The
Department nwst be notified in writing as soon as possible after the actual transfer. The System and its Operating Permit
may not be transferred without Department approval. Approval of transfer may also be required by the Public Service
Commission of SC (PSC), Secretary of State, and/or other entities.

Qffice Mechanics and Filing: This form should be reviewed by the Water Facilities Permitting Division Capacity
Development staff, Public Service Commission of SC, where appropriate; and Office of Genernl Counsel. Following
appropriate action it will be filed in the System’s Drinking Water File by System Number. Upon approval of transfer, the
new owner will receive a copy of the System Operating Permit reflecting the appropziate changes.
